I herewith  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  district  for  1943. 


The  Vital  Statistics  are  not  so  good  as  in  the 
previous  year,  and,  in  fact  the  infantile  death  rate  compares 
unfavourably  with  that  of  the  country  as  a whole.  The 
numbers  dealt  with  are  small  and  one  death  more  or  less 
can  make  an  appreciable  difference  to  the  figures. 


Housing  is  the  most  serious  problem  facing  the 
Council  and  this  aspect  of  the  work  is  gone  into  more  fully 
in  the  body  of  the  Report.

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Social  Conditions. 

There  is  no  appreciable  unemployment,  and  as  regards  male 
employment  most  of  the  inhabitants  are  absorbed  by  undertakings  in 
and  adjacent  to  the  Urban  Area. 

As  1 mentioned  housing  is  the  most  serious  problem  to  be  faced 
by  the  Urban  District.  While  in  comparison  with  some  districts  the 
Council  is  fortunate  in  that  no  damage  has  been  caused  to  houses  by 
enemy  action,  on  the  other  hand  the  standard  of  much  of  the  existing 
property  is  poor.  While  no  guide  has  been  given  as  to  post-war 
standards  of  fitness,  it  can  be  assumed  that  they  will  not  be  any  lower 
than  the  pre-1939  standard.  In  fact,  “amenities  ”,  i.e.,  bathroom,  hot 
and  cold  water  supply,  may  play  a more  important  part  than  hitherto 
in  deciding  standards  of  fitness. 

On  the  old  standards  I estimate  300  houses  will  be  certainly 
demolished  and  nearly  half  that  number  will  be  border-line  cases  If 
standards  are  made  higher  there  will  be  somewhere  in  the  region  of 
500  houses  to  be  demolished. 

In  addition  there  are  the  ordinary  housing  requirements  of  the 
people  to  be  considered  It  is  most  difficult  to  estimate  the  number 
of  new  houses  required,  as  in  such  an  area  as  Clay  Cross  the  factor  of 
new  industry  and  the  number  to  be  employed  in  the  future  in  the 
industries  already  established  will  all  need  to  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion. It  is  certain  however  that  to  adequately  house  the  people  a fair 
number  of  additional  houses  to  those  built  for  replacement  will  be 
required.

There  were  75  miscellaneous  cases.  Cases  in  brackets  refei  to 
cases  in  which  live  lice  have  been  found. 
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The  gross  reinfection  rate  was  I2'8%.  There  were  23  relapses, 
giving  a relapse  rate  of  1 ' 1 6 . 

A relapse  is  taken  to  be  a case  in  which  a live  mite  is  found  or 
itching  is  complained  of  within  one  month  of  a previous  treatment. 
The  response  of  family  to  come  as  a complete  unit  has  been  dis- 
appointing. So  far  no  compulsory  action  has  been  taken,  but  in  future 
in  certain  cases  it  may  be  necessary  to  do  so. 

Concurrently  with  the  routine  treatment,  several  investigations 
have  been  done  by  Mr.  LeNoury  and  his  assistants  ; and  at  present 
they  are  carrying  out  investigation  to  ascertain  the  average  louse  popu- 
lation in  heads,  at  the  request  of  Dr.  Mellanby,  of  the  Sorby  Research 
Institute,  Sheffield. 


Summary  of  Investigations. 

(1) .  Infectivity  of  the  Scabies  Mite  in  Households. 

A total  of  698  persons  comprising  176  families  were  examined.  Of 
those  562,  i.e.,  80%  were  suffering  from  scabies  (live  mites  were  found 
on  the  hands  and/or  wrists  or  they  had  definite  clinical  symptoms).  Of 
the  176  families,  106  had  all  members  infected  60%. 

(2) .  Cases  without  Clinical  Symptoms. 

In  a further  series  of  294  persons  examined,  18  cases,  6'l%,  had 
no  history  or  symptoms,  but  live  mites  were  found. 

In  167  had  only  slight  clinical  symptoms,  but  mites  were  found. 

This  investigation  proves  the  necessity  of  all  household  contacts 
of  scabies  being  examined,  even  though  there  has  been  no  complaint 
of  itching. 

(3) .  Home  Treatment  of  Scabies. 

The  investigation  was  carried  out  as  follows  : 

The  type  of  medicament  used  was  noted,  and  cases  which  had 
used  proved  and  tried  sarcopticides  were  included.  If  one  live  mite 
was  found  on  the  person,  it  was  assumed  that  the  home  treatment  was 
ineffective.  If  no  mite  was  found,  the  case  was  ignored. 

In  a series  of  347  patients  only  15  were  all  dead  mites  removed. 
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Thus  only  4'3I%  of  patients  in  this  series  succeeded  in  curing 
themselves,  or  95%  failure  rate. 

Of  course,  it  cannot  be  said  that  this  is  the  true  failure  rate  in 
self-treatment,  as  many  of  those  who  succeed  would  be  unlikely  to 
attend  the  clinic.  It  does  indicate,  however,  that  there  must  be  a high 
proportion  of  failure  in  self-treatment. 


(4).  Absence  from  School  due  to  Scabies. 

The  County  School  Attendance  Officer  for  North-East  Derbyshire 
has  furnished  me  with  some  extremely  interesting  figures  in  connection 
with  the  absences  from  school  due  to  scabies  : before  and  after  the 
establishment  of  the  Treatment  Centre  at  Poolsbrook. 

The  school  chosen  is  hardly  typical  of  all  the  schools  in  the  area, 
as  it  has  for  a few  years  now  been  a hotbed  of  scabies  infestation, 
The  figures,  however,  are  so  noteworthy  in  that  it  does  give  a very 
striking  picture  of  the  benefits  which  have  accrued  through  having 
adequate  facilities  to  deal  with  this  trouble. 

In  the  figures,  short  absences  due  to  scabies  have  not  been  noted. 
The  absence  is  expressed  in  terms  of  attendance,  i e.,  two  attendances 
equal  one  day.

case  of  lengthy  absenteeism  due  to  scabies  has  been  reported  ; this  case 
has  lost  I 18  attendances. 


90%  of  the  cases  attending  Poolsbrook  return  to  school  im- 
mediately after  treatment  with  no  loss  of  school-time  other  than  the 
attendance-time  at  the  Centre,  which  I understand  does  not  count  as 
an  ABSENCE  from  school.  In  the  other  10%,  it  is  very  rare  that  the 
child  is  off  school  for  more  than  a week,  i.e.,  10  attendances.  Thus 
loss  of  attendance  is  usually  due  to  bad  secondary  infection. 
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(5) .  Lethal  effect  of  Benzyl  Benzoate. 

80  patients  were  tested ; live  mite  was  removed  before  treat- 
ment ; within  half-hour  of  treatment  mites  were  sought  for  and 
removed.  An  average  of  just  over  15  mites  were  found  per  patient 
after  treatment  and  all  were  dead. 

(6) .  All  cases  sent  as  scabies  are  examined  for  head  lice. 

It  has  been  definitely  established  that  scabies  is  not  a dirt  disease, 
so  that  the  figures  give  a fair  indication  of  vermin  infestation  of  the 
general  population.  From  the  table  it  will  be  seen  that  this  is  8'9% 
In  the  age  group  5 — 15,  the  infestation  is  20* 3% 


I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  apprecia- 
tion of  the  careful  and  painstaking  work  of  Mr.  LeNoury  and  his  staff 
at  Poolsbrook.  As  I have  written  before,  the  success  of  the  one  treat- 
ment method  in  scabies  depends  on  a careful  efficient  staff,  and  there 
is  no  doubt  of  the  success  of  the  methods  used  at  this  centre.
